'T'HEY came hard and quick-triggered in 

Newton. Kansas, in 1871. The cow town 

eclipsed Abilene and Ellsworth in it- rec- 

nrd iif rip-roarin 1 homicide. \nd \riliur 

Delaney, whose, summer name was Mikr 
McCluskie, was a* hard and quick as tfaey 
ranK" Nevertheless, Delaney was a respect- 
ed policeman, on tho night shift in Nen ton. 
Huge>. brawny and handsome, he was pop- 
ular with the leading citizen- mid in.nu 
who Here rjo1 »•■ leading. Hi* protege, Jim- 
tn\ Rilri. was nnp of the latter. 

Bj ii. i stretch of the imagination could 
Jininn be called a leading citizen. He was 
not oven prominent. In fad hi •- I khoul 
as \»\<. in the sot ia] scale as In- could go and 
stay out of jail. Jimmy wae an eighteen- 
year.old lunger, thin-faced, hollow-cluMed 
and undersized. He sippurently had drop- 
ped out of lite nowhere um\ — that's hack 
where lie went in the end, 

Jimmy Riley could never hold a job, 
hi* clothe- were ragged, and hi* meals ir- 
regular. Sea-effacing by inclination ami 
necessity, llir little runt was alway- being 
kicked and ruffed around until Delaney 
took him under hi* wing, pa^e him a place 
lepp and saw that he (rot something to 
eai. 

The cadaverous, hollow-eyed young 
worshipped the big policeman and follow- 
ed Hlliis heals like a hound pup. Some say 
that they were related hut. in imy rase, 
the youth had attached himself to Delaney, 
the first roan in the cowtown to treat him 
decently. In fact, if anybody even looked 
askance at the consumptive, that person 
had to answer to ihe officer. 

^ILLIAVf WTLSQIM. better known as 

Bill Bailey, was a gambler from Texas 

who was too quick on ihe trigger to suit 

peace officers in Newton. He was courting 



the same woman that Delaney looked upon 
with more than passing affection, The rec- 
ords of both men augured trouble, sooner 
Or lalcr, 

At a town election, August 11, 1871, 
Bailey was acting as a special polireman. 
With too much liquor under his bell, he 
became over-officious and abusive. Hie ri- 
bflhl taniil>, directed at Delaney, ]ed to 
a Violent quarrel between the Iwo men 
that came to a bead that evening in the 
Red Front Saloon. A fin fight climaxed 
the affair, with Bailey running out of the 
place, swearing vengeance. 

When Delaney left the saloon, a short 
time later, the drunken gambler was wait- 
ing BCTO" the hireet. When the smoke had 
cleared, Bailey was mortally wounded. He 
died a little later. 

The friend* of the two men differed in 
i heir interpretation of the affair and, to 
avoid difficulty. Delaney kept under cover 
fnr a few day*. The boys from Texas were 
making threats. Finally, the officer came 
'-nl in the open on the evening of August 
l r >. with Jimmy Riley at his heels. Il was 
in (he notorious Tuttle's dancehatl that 
the dead gambler's Texas friends found 
Delaney. 

The place was going at full blast, though 
il was after midnight. The gamblers and 
bartenders were busy si their duties and 
the big policeman was enjoying himself at 
being bock in circulittiuu. The youth with 
tuberculosis was leaning against the wall, 
near the door, coughing quietly behind his 
ragged coat sle< 

The grim Texan* were led by Hugh An- 
derson, a v. richer who had smoked 
down more tliuti one hombre. The venge- 
ful party flung itself into the garish, smoke- 
filled room hut the musicians and dancers 



were too occupied to notice. Laughter und 
conversation competed with the clinking 
of glasses, clatter of poker chip Mid the 
noise of the entertainers, Dancing cowboy 
boots jarred the buildings to that the coat- 
oil lamps swung rraiily from the raft ere 
overhead. 

Pausing to locate Delaney, the Tcxans 
pliuipsed him through the crowd. He W8J 
playing cards with a group at one of the 
tablet and failed to Bee the cowmen ad- 
vancing toward him. 

Cursing luridly, the Texan* elbowed 
their way through the dancing throng and 
Anderson drew hit six-gun. As he reached 
ill*- bible, be began to clunk lead and i^" 
tiny puirt-ed through Delaney**. body. He 
wart mortally wounded and hi- body slump- 
sd In ihf floor. 

The da rut hall turned into a madhouse, 
the patron? and employees seeking safetj 
behind the bar and upturned tables, Some 

tried to get out the door and windows. The 
Texuns ttood looking down at the body of 
the ilying man. 



'THitiN for the Panhandle hunch there 
was quick di.*a»lrr thai made frontier 
history. It came from the duorwa> wb 
Jimmy Kiley bad been brushed aside b> 
ike savancini Texan* Jimmj Riley, the 
emaciated runt, the harmless, pitiful butt 
•f cowl. the self-effacing ki«l who

When the youth saw his idol thol down 
by the Texans, he ttood for ;i moment in 
a dase.

to trigger those gun.* until they were empty.

For sixty second* Jimmy Rdey had held 
the renter of the stage in one of the blooJ- 
iest gun I i.utles in frontier hi-tory.
